Wilhelmshaven, Germany, April 
J i/P)—rReichsfuehrer Hitler de­ 
cisively threw back 
the 
Anglo- 
Vrench anti-aggression challenge 
today but avoided going beyond 
(he intimation he 
might 
cancel 
G erm any’s naval treaty with Great 
Britain. 
“ Germany will stand neither for 
intimidation 
nor 
encirclement,’’ 
he declared. 
He spoke to 50.000 men and 
women of Wilhelmshaven and its 
vicinity in a 
62-minute 
address 
after he had witnessed the launch­ 
ing of Germany’s second 35.000- 
ton battleship this year, the Yon 
Tirpitz. 
B lam # On B ritain 
In his passage on the 1935 An­ 
glo-German naval 
treaty, 
under 
which Germany agreed that her 
tonnage would not exceed 35 per 
<cnt of Britain’s, Hitler said: 
“ I once concluded a naval agree­ 
ment with Britain. I was a n im a t­ 
ed by the fervent desire that we 
might never again have a war with 
England. 
“ If, however, th at 
wish 
does 
not exist on the other side, then 
the practical 
preconditions 
for 
concluding such a 
treaty 
have 
vanished.” 
On the whole the fuehrer con­ 
tented himself with heaping scorn 
upon Britain, of which h e r a l d : 
“ For 300 long years she has 
acted in a virtueless m anner but 
only now in her old age she speaks 
of virtue.”

Times Square where Zagarino and 
Torrio were sitting in an auto­ 
mobile.

"If any nation wants to m ea­ 
sure its strength with ours (the 
axis) in any other way 
than 
a 
peaceful one," he declared, "we 
are ready for that also." 
Hitler insisted that the Czechs, 
who have become subjects of the 
reich in the 
dismemberment 
of 
their republic, "will 
have 
more 
freedom than the suppressed peo­ 
ples of virtueless nations have.’’ 
He defended 
his 
course 
In 
C zechoslovakia by asserting that 
state had been created only as a 
base for attacking Germany. 
"We have no hatred against the 
Czechs," he said.

This is a lamentable situation 
There ought to be a better expression I 
of the voters’ minds in Monday’s election 
for it means also a better expression 
of 
democratic Americanism. 
The freedom we 
enjoy in our daily living can he preserved 
only if the people show an Intelligent in­ 
terest in government and the elections at 
which they choose the public servants who 
serve them.

Steel Columns 
Used In Cellar 


(By E lsa R e h m a n n ) 
Vegetable gardens may be laid 
out so they are very beautiful, as 
well as being useful. Taste, or­ 
der and beauty may be expressed 
in the design of the vegetable gar 
den. 
W hat could be lovelier 
than 
rosetted lettuce, gray-headed cab­ 
bage, creamy white cauliflowers, 
red-stemmer 
beet 
tops, 
filmy 
leaved carrots, feathery 
aspara­ 
gus, curly Kale, green-blossomed 
broccoli, 
training 
cucumbers, 
melons 
and 
pumpkins, 
shiny 
leaved corn with tasseled ears! 
There is a wide variety of deco­ 
rative quality in 
the 
differing 
shades of green of their leaves, 
and in their shapes and textures. 
Fruit trees may well be a part 
of the vegetable 
garden.

Gourde Raps Those Who 
Continue to “Guard” 
Fr. Borkowski 
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Iron Mountain, Mich., March 
'—Spokesman at the outset for tne 
tTicketeers who “imprisoned’' the 
Rev. Fr. Simon Borkowski in the 
rectory of St. Barbara’s Catholic 
church at Vulcan, but who later 
changed 
his 
views 
and 
with­ 
drew from the “strike,” Leonard 
Plourde, of Norway, today issued 
a statement in reply to cries of 
“traitor’’ that were flung at him 
when he walked past the rectory 
on Sunday of this week. 
Plourde defended his reversal 
of opinion regarding the strike 
and took occasion 
to 
severely 
criticize tho pickets. 
When the 
so-called “strike’’ was started last 
August, Plourde was one of the 
leaders and acted as spokesman 
for the group, giving out press 
statements 
and 
otherwise 
han­ 
dling public relations. 
Text of Statement 
His statement today follows: 
I took a w’alk to Vulcan last 
Sunday and before I returned I 
stopped at the restaurant that sits 
just below’ the picketed church. 
On my return, as I was stroll- 1 
mg past the rectory of the church, 
one of the very Intelligent pickets 
walked out on the steps of the 
rectory and shouted at me, pub- 
:ly denouncing me in this fash- 
*itn: “ You are a traitor! 
You are 
a lemon with a yellow streak up 
and down your back! 
Are you j 


sure that lf this was to end In 
your favor it would have finished 
long ago. 
We said, when I was 
still a picketeeer, that the picket­ 
ing was the will of God. 
Can it 
be the will of God that nothing is 
being accomplished in your favor? 
In regards to the people: I do not 
believe that tact was used, when 
the anonymous letter you received 
was allowed to be published. 
It 
stated clearly and exactly what 
the majority of the people think, 
although I will say that ii does 
not express my sentiment. 
I have 
knowledge of both sides and am 
able to discuss them frankly and, 
I hope, intelligently. 
This letter has been written by 
me only. 
It has been written with 
an open mind and because again 
I am convinced I am right. There 
are some who will say I have no 
business doing this, but I don’t 
think it will add much to w’hat 
they are already saying. 
I lost a 
great many so-called friend* when 
I joined the picket line and I lost 
a great many when I left. 
For 
that I don’t care, because those 
so-called friends are the ones I 
don’t want. 
As far as joining the other side 
is concerned don’t wrong me to 
such an extent. 
If I ever did you 
would soon know’ it, because I am 
not in the habit of working be­ 
hind closed doors or in secret.

Planning for Flower Garden 


With the weather alternately 
smiling and 
frowning, 
allowing 
those unacquainted 
with spring 
seasons in this section to wonder 
lf there really Is to be another 
“planting time,” It may seem a 
little premature to 
talk 
about 
spring and summer flowers. 
But 
those who have lived here long 
enough, have come to know that 
as a general rule spring doesn't 
amount to much here. 
We get 
our nice days and our raw, cold 
days and then some morning we 
wake up and it’s summer. 
But 
the w’ise farmer and the city gard- 
ner just take advantage of the 
nice days to get their seed in the 
ground, for they know that when 
the warm days 'do corno, vegeta­ 
tion of every kind grows faster 
and more sturdy than in most any 
other section. 
So, out at Old Orchard farm 
they are just waiting for the snow 
to disappear and the ground to 
get settled, so It can be worked 
and then will come planting time 


and leave bare spots 
that 
will 
h a v e to be reseeded this spring. I 
It the snow goes 
off gradually ! 
and temperatures are n o t t o o low, j 
it should come through with but I 
little more attention. 
A pretty good start was made 
on the flower garden 
last 
fall 
when several dozen tulip, daffodil 
and crocus bulbs were placed In 
the ground, about

First will come the crocuses— that 
brave little spring blossom that 
hursts into bloom almost before 
the snow’ is off tho ground.

Now', let us go into the commer­ 
cial fishing. Fish by the tons are 
being taken out of both Hays with 
nets almost the year around. Nets 
are across Little Hay dc Noc so 
that, i f s impossible for fish to get 
up to the head of the bay. Along 
the shore where the fish travel 
and feed the nets are set, so what 
chance have they to get, through? 
From tho Garden district, that is, 
Big Bay de Noc district, it is noth­ 
ing to see from 50 to IOO boxes of 
fish being shipped iii one 
day. 
One day last summer 257 boxes 
of fish were shipped from Big Hay 
de Noc. On March 29, 1939 there 
wore 144 boxes of fish

The 144 boxes 
of fish with IOO pounds of fish 
per box would be 1 4,400 pounds 
of fish in that one shipment. The

was 
3 75 
boxes or 3 7,500 pounds of fish. 
Almost every year we hear and 
read in the Daily Press about the 
changes that should be made in 
the stocking of waters with 
the 
fisli from the fish hatcheries. The 
government spends thousands of 
dollars each year of the tax payers 
money to stock the 
waters 
of 
Michigan, and yet it allows the 
two largest 
and 
best 
natural 
hatcheries in Hie st a t e , namely, 
Big and Little Bays dc Noc to be 
destroyed without lifting a finger. 
Nowhere in this country can he 
found a better hatchery than Lit­ 
tle Bay de Noc with its seven riv­ 
ers and banks lined with springs, 
that feed and hatch every kind of j 
fish from brook trout lo sturgeon,; 
but what have we? Yes, we have 
the hatchery, but in a short w h ile 1 
that will be all we have 
unless I 
something is done to allow 
the , 
fish to come in the Hay and stay. ^ 
The Upper Peninsula spends ai 
lot of m o n e y each year advertising 
t h e fishing we have in our conn-1 
try and it is bringing people here, I 
but will they come again?

Sternness in Morality 
In matters of public morality, 
Governor Dickinson will be stern 
and unyielding. 
As vice-president of 
the 
Na­ 
tional Anti-Saloon league and 
a 
prominent layman of the Method­ 
ist Episcopal church, he will coun­ 
tenance no compromise with gam ­ 
bling. 
In his inaugural address 
before the State Senate, Dickin­ 
son warned that America may in­ 
vite the fate that befell ancient 
Greece and Rome if it tolerates 
corruption and immorality. 
‘‘The vehement outcry from ev­ 
ery locality of our own state,” he 
said, “ are uttering vociferous de­ 
mands that we purge our state of 
these gambling leeches, habitues 
of our fairs, races, resorts 
and 
roadsides.” 
Much as he favors home-rule 
responsibility, the governor will 
not tolerate gambling. 
In fact, it 
is almost inconceivable th at the 
question would ever have arisen 
iii 1939 if he had possessed su­ 
preme executive powers. 


Economy to Be Emphasized 
A man who has always 
lived 
simply. Governor Dickinson 
ex­ 
emplifies the watchword of econ­ 
omy which Fitzgerald carried to 
the capital city. 
It was noticeable that In

first legislative session, after the 
tragic loss of the party's leader, 
the 
House

Representatives 
voted almost unanimously to cur­ 
tail the spending of tho four to u r­ 
ist associations, 
reducing

At the same hour 
the Senate sliced more

economy.

Home pressure groups, no m a t­ 
ter what their interests may be, 
will be treated alike by the gov­ 
ernor.

Liquor Control

Education of the evils of 
alcohol, together with strict en­ 
forcement of the present law. will 
likely form his 1939 policy on 
this question. 


No Political Debts 
In the field of political action, 
the new governor is singularly 
free of political debts. 
It is being said freely at Lan­ 
sing that he owes no obligations 
to vote manipulators such as Ed­ 
ward Barnard, wealthy attorney 
in Wayne county, and Frank Mc­ 
Kay. influential industrialist 
in 
Kent county, who 
pooled 
their 
delegate strength at the Grand 
Rapids and Flint conventions. 
To that extent, it now appears 
that these gentlemen are out at 
the end of the proverbial limb. 
The legal possibility 
that

succession of responsibility might 
impose the mantle of official d u ­ 
ties on Harry Kelly, secretary of 
state, has not been received joy­ 
ously by the Wayne county Re­ 
publican boss. 
Kelly owes his job 
solely to the insistence of Fitz­ 
gerald that he (Kelly) be given 
a place somewhere in the slate- 
making.
